But His Maieſtie not being willing to tonſtrue this in the wozlt ſenſe, and hauing no- 
thing moꝛe in His Pꝛintelp deſire then the generall good of His Subiects, pꝛeferring their 
peace and quiet befoze His owne benefit, hath once moze not onely renewed, but alſo fo: 
the greater reliefe of His ſaid Dublects inlarged Hts ſaid Commiſſion. of Grace to ſan- 
dꝛy His (aid Lozds and others ot His P2tuy Councell, Judges and Countell learned, giuing 
them the like Au to compound With ſuch of His Loutng Subtects whom it may 
concerne and ſhall ſeeke Compoſition at their hands, foꝛ any of the Mannozs, Lands, Te- 
nements, and other the Hereditamens of the ſeuerall natures and qualities conteined and ex- 
pꝛeſſed in the Schedule which His Mateſtie hath cauſed hereunto to be annexed; whereby 
each one whom it conterneth may cake knowledge,foz what and how hee may be relieued by 
the ſadd Commiſſion, if in time, and by a due courſe he ſhall ſeeke the ſame. 

But His Mateſtte doth further declare His Royall pleaſare by this publique Declaration 
to be, that if thoſe whom it may concerne ſhallnot by, oz befoze the Feaſt of All Saints next 
attend His Pateſties-Co oners, foz (ich moderate and reaſonable Compoſitions as 
ſhall be found fit and equall fo: them, foz, 02 concerning any of the ſald Pꝛemiſſes ſo by them 
intruded vpon, and iniuſtly deteined from His Maieſtie, that His Mateſtie will not in pꝛe⸗ 
tudice of His iuſt Title and ReneneW,deferre His oWwne benefit any longer, but either take a 
— 7 foꝛ the reducing of ſuch of che ſalid Mannoꝛs and Lands, and other the Pze- 
miſſes (of ſuch perſon and perſons as ſhall any longer neglect this His gracious offer) to the 
increaſe of His renenew, Oꝛ otherwile graunt the lame ouer vnto ſuch others as ſhall be ſui- 
toꝛs to him fo: the ſame. | | 

And His Maieſtie the better to be inkoꝛmed who tmbzaceth this His Royall Grace, and 
who neglecteth the ſame, hath appointed and commanded Robert Tipper of Grapes Inne 
His Mateſties ſernant, to attend His Maieſties Commiſſioners, as in fozmer times hee 
done, Who is to acquaint His Maieſties ſam Commiſſioners with the tate of the ſeue- 
rali caſes of thoſe that ſhall ſeeke a Compoſition as afozeſaid ; And who doe accept this 
His Maieſties Grace, and who not, whereupon ſuch further pzocceding map bee had, ac- 
coding to their ſaid ſenerall neglects, as his Mateſtie in His wiſedome ſhall thinke fitteſt,
